sea and reported as a brilliant streak of fire in last night's sky over 
at least four states apparently burned Itself out.

Almost 500 New York State 
Residents Make A "Rambling 
Rail" Visit to This District 


' Warren was accorded a brief visit, Sunday, by about 488 residents 


of New York state who arrived here on a "rambling rail" visit aboard 
a special New York Central passenger train, the day's trip having 
originated at Rochester with stops made at, Buffalo, Dunkirk and 
Falconer. 


The chief objective of the trip was the journey down the old 


Dunkirk and Allegheny Valley Branch of the railroad, to Titusville 
and return. The stop in Warren was made alongside the Pennsylvania 
railroad engine house north of Fourth avenue, and at the time of 
arrival four Pennsy engines were, 
being serviced. The visitors swarm- 
ed from the train, cameras click- 
ed and eyes bulged as they view- 
ed 'the steam engines, 
most of

pounds. The turn table was at 
hand for picture-takers and an au- 
tomatic coal lift was^in operation. 
Begrimed workmen with huge oil 
pointers were at work, a travel- 
ing work train stood nearby, and

Washington, Oct. 15—(*)—The 


number of crimes committed rose 
5.1 per cent in American cities and 
4 per cent in the rural areas in 
the first half—1951 as compared 
with the same period in 1950, the 
FBI reported yesterday. 


The report also showed that ar- 
rests of minor girls for "offenses 
against common decency" (prosti- 
tution, commercialized vice, dis- 
orderly conduct, vagrancy etc.) 
rose 12.6 per cent and that "more 
persons 23 years of age were 
arrested during the first half- of 
1951 than any other age group."

U. S. Eigth Army Headquarters, 


Kcrea, Oct. 15—If—.Red resistant* 
faded on two blazing fronts today 
as Allied Infantrymen drove deep- 
er Into North Korea. 


On the eastern front United Na- 


tions troops captured a strategic 
4,500-foot peak and kicked lightly 
defending Chinese off at least four 
hilltops. 


On the central front three Allied 


divisions stabbed nearly two miles 
closer to Kumsong, vital Red sup- 
ply and headquarters city about 
30 miles north of parallel 98. 


The captured peak in the east is 


the highest terrain feature between 
the punchbowl and the Pukhan 
river. 
It fell to the U. S. 38th 


Regiment after a bitter three-day 
battle. 


The towering mountain Is at the 


northwest end of Kim n Sung 
Ridge, named by North Korean 
troops for their Premier. 


West of Heartbreak Ridge, now 


held by the Allies, American tank* 
rumbled up the Mundung valley 
and blasted Red positions in the 
hills above. 


On the left flank of the eastern 


front South Korean troops smashed 
three and one-half miles north at 
one point. 


The central front drive netted 


the Allies five more hills, for a 
three-day total of 24. Since the 
drive began Saturday the U. N. 
troops have pushed forward up to 
as much as five miles in place*. 


Field dispatches said Red resis- 


tance crumbled completely at Mm* 
points. 


The smash toward Kumsong 


was supported by huge Marine 
helicopters that ferried ammuni- 
tion to the front and evacuated Al- 
lied wounded. 


The Reds retreated along fight- 


ing fronts, but they stood firm at 
Panmunjom where liaison officer* 
tried again Monday to get oease* 
fir* talks resumed. 


The two sides argued for three 


hours without progress. The mala 
stumbling block appeared to be 
the Red insistence that the five- 
mile Kaeaong neutral aone be 
maintained, although the sit* of 
the talks has moved six mile* 
south eastward to'Panmunjom. 


Allied aircraft were out In fore* 


in support of both major ground 
attacks. 


Forty U. N. warplanes attacked 


an estimated 500 Chinese troops 
moving toward the front north of 
Tanggu. 


The western front was quiet af- 


ter the fierce battles of last week. 


The central front drive was 


spearheaded by the veteran 17. 6. 
24th Division, flanked by the South 
Korean Second and Sixth Divisions. 
The 24th is the oldest U. N. forma- 
tion in Korea.

THERE'S A BIG COMPARISON 


"Seventy-five lousy dollars a month!" 
Heard that complaint recently from any young 


American who has just received greetings from his 
draft board? 


"Well, if it's any consolation, the $75-a-month U. S. 


recruit is a rich man compared with the draftee in 
any other country of the North Atlantic treaty 
organization. 


His British comrade-in-arms starts soldiering at 


$16.80 a month. The Greek conscript does next 
best—$10.08. 


And so it goes on down the line to the Turkish 


draftee, who's mustered in at—honest, this is not a 
typographical error—11 cents a month. 


. These figures, supplied by U. S. military author- 


ities, were made public by a house appropriations 
subcommitte in connection with the $7,482,527,790 
foreign aid bill which is before the house now. 


The spread between the pay of the American fight- 


ing nian and his overseas counterpart will be even 
greater if congress approves the ten per cent across 
the board increase which the defense department 
has asked. 


The figures for the overseas NATO countries 


show that France pays its draftees $1.28 a month, 
Iran shells out 31 cents a month and Portugal be- 
stows 51 cents a month. 


It won't surprise enlisted men of any army to 


learn that the pay goes up fast as a man rises 
through the officer ranks. 


France, for instance, pays a major $203 a month, 


compared with the $384.75 that an American major 
gets. Belgium, which has $6-a-month draftees, pays 
its majors up to $279.20. 


And Turkey, with its 11-cent conscripts, pays 


majors up to $197 a month. 


In other words, while an American major is paid 


about five times as much as a draftee, a French major 
gets 36 times as much as a French draftee and a 
Turkish major 1,790 times as much as a Turkish 
draftee. 


There's one thing for sure about the Turkish sys- 


tem: It gives a man plenty of incentive to buck 
for officer training. 


TAX BITE 


It will be a penny more here, a quarter more 


there In federal taxes in less than three weeks, an 
Associated Press dispatch from Washington reminds. 


Almost everybody will begin feeling the bite of 


the new tax bill Nov. 1, when excise (sales) taxes 
go up along with wage withholdings. 


The dollar-a-barrel boost in the beer tax figures 


out a little less than one-third of a cent a bottle, or 
a little over seven cents more for a case. 


The increase from $9 to $10.50 a 100-proof gallon 


means about two cents more tax on each two-ounce 
Jigger of ordinary whisky. Wines got a milder in- 
crease—about 2/5 of a cent a bottle on light table 
wine 1 2/5 cents a fifth on sherry and port, and 6 2/5 
cents a fifth on champagne. 


The cigarette tax goes up a penny a pack, from 


seven to eight cents; the federal gasoline tax a half- 
cent a gallon. You'll pay about $50 more tax when 
you buy a light sedan. Power lawn mowers, home 
movie projectors and electric dishwashers come un- 
der a 10 percent manufacturers' tax for the first time. 
Electric garbage disposal units are not taxed. 


On the bright side, the tax on telegrams drops 


from 25 to 15 percent of the charge. And after Nov. 
1 there'll be no tax on oils, powders and lotions for 
the baby.

Hilfswerk (relief ag- 
ency) as being lazy grumblers who 
try every means but work to get 
what they need. These people have 
been told off by the undersigned 
but they are still sending letters 
to Warren. By all means help the 
needy but not the people who 
make a racket of begging and 
then sell what they get.

Need to Prop Economy Slows 
Europe's Arms Production

TJT/"ASHINGTON—(NEA)—Trying to get'more arms production out 
" of Europe to support General Eisenhower's army is proving to be 
one of the toughest assignments American officials ever tackled. 


Up to now, the general theme song has been that if the Russians 


ever overran western Europe and got hold of its production, it would 
be just too bad for the United States. Today this western European 
production is allied with the American effort. But it is "a major effort, 
involving the best production brains of 12 countries in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, to get the two continents coordinated.. 


If the Russians should take over western Europe and if they should 


have as much trouble as U. S. officials are now experiencing in get- 
ting it organized, the smart thing would be to let them have it. It 
would be more of a liability than an asset. 


The difference, of course, is that if Russia overran western Europe, 


It would use its productive capacity to bolster the Russian military 
might, without regard to the European economy. By contrast, the 
NATO effort is directed at improving the European economy while 
at the same time getting more arms production. 
'TWERE is little doubt now that more arms production .can be forced 


out of Europe. But if, in getting this additional rearmament to 


combat Communist aggression from without, the European civilian 
economy is so weakened that it is unable to resist Communist political 
pressure from within, there will be no gain. 


If the whole U. S. productive capacity is given a value of one, the 


total of European production would be less than one-half. On this 
same scale, British production would be given a value of one-quarter, 
France about one-tenth, Italy one-twentieth and the rest of Europe 
another one-twentieth. 


On this scale, however, it has not been found practical to assign to, 


say Italy, the job of producing one-twentieth of what's needed to 
rearm western.Europe. 


American studies of the Italian economy indicate there are a million 


and a hall unemployed workers, with another million under-employed. 


In all these industries, with all this unused productive capacity and 


with all the surplus manpower available—much of it highly skilled- 
it should be possible to get another $1 billion worth' of defense pro- 
duction out of Italy. These are the potential assets. But then come 
the liabilities. 
"ITALY'S total steel production is only two and a half million tons a 


year. This is about one week's production in the U. S. Italian steel 


production is being stepped up to three million tons a year. But even 
so, it isn't enough to supply Italian industry. 


Because of coal and ore shortages, what Italian steel there is costs 


more than American, British or other European steel. And because 
none of these foreign sources has enough steel for its own uses, the 
first big problem is finding more for Italy. 


On top of this there is a tough internal economic problem which 


Italy has not yet solved. There is heavy inflation, caused principally 
by insufficient food for the over-population. 


Itsly has always had to import wheat, its basic food. To earn enough 


money to buy more foreign wheat, Italy must increase its exports. 
The problem boils down to one of increasing manufactures for export 
while at the same time increasing arms output. 


The same kind of a story is being told for almost every country of 


western Europe, with minor variations. 


NATO defense production-officials have met one frustration after 


another in trying to increase European arms production. But they 
aren't ready to give up yet. They still think it ran be done, to boost 
Europe's own defense effort several times by 195*

Harrisburg, Oct. 12 — JP — The 


leaders of Pennsylvania's orga- 
nized sportsmen were on record 
today in favor of doe shooting 
following the annual buck season 
and opposing any open season. 


The directors of the Pennsyl- 


vania Federation, Of Sportsmen's 
Clubs voted down a proposed reso- 
lution suggesting a single season 
in which one deer of either sex 
could be killed by each licensed 
hunter. 


However, they supported and 


sent along to the general member- 
ship meeting later today another 
resolution calling for the doe sea- 
son to follow buck season — the 
same as the State Game Commis- 
sion planned for this December 14 
and 15. 
The general delegates to the 


two-day annual convention were 
expected to take similar action on 
the resolution. 


Tha federation, which claims 


more than 200,000 Pennsylvania 
hunters, fishermen and conserva- 
tionists, Is usually Instrumental In 
the establishment of new game 
and fish regulations for the Com- 
monwealth. 


The directors also approved 


unanimously r series of resolutions 
protesting any letdown in the rigid 
enforcement 
of 
the 
Common- 


wealth's clean streams law. They 
also called for the defeat of a 
house bill giving communities a 
two-year extension of state orders 
to construct sewage treatment 
plants. 


Only 16 of the original 30 reso- 


lutions — the smallest number in 
many years— were approved by the 
directors In their screening ses- 
sions.

hunt antlerless deer during the 
'doe" Esason, December 14-15, to 
either or both of the archery pre- 
serves he must have a .regular 
hunting license, a Special Archery 
License and Archery Preserve Per- 
mit plus an antlerless deer license 
for the county in which the pre- 
serve is located. 


Except as above denned, bow 


and arrow hunters require only a 
current resident or nonresident 
hunting license to hunt small game 
or bears during the lawful open 
season for such game species. 


A bow and arrow hunter may 


kill one legal antlered deer, whicj 
must be a buck with two or move 
points, to "one antler, in the state- 
wide October season. He may toot 
carry a firearm of any kind while 
hunting with bow and arrow-in 
the October archery season.
